A TALE OF THE 
INDIAN MUTINY | 


In. the great Indian Mutiny 
which took place in the last cen- 
tury many heroes performed 


The mutiny began at Meerut, 
on May 10, 1857, when, after 
murdering their British officers, a 
number of sepoy regiments 
marched to the great city of Del- 
hi, the old capital of the Mogul 
Empire. 

In the morning the mounted 
troops were seen approaching 
Delhi. The rumor waa quickly 
flying from mouth to mouth that 
the denty had risen against the 
British, and that the white man's 
rule in India was at an end. The 
troops poured in; the mob was 
soon raging through the étreets 
séeking for Englishmen to kill. 

In the , telegraph office ‘was a 
young clerk. He made no. at- 
tempt to escape but stood coolly 
by his instrument - flashing — his 
warning along the wires to other 
parts of the Punjab. The words 
of his messages, show his coolness: 

“The sepoys, have come in 
from Meerut, and are burning 
everything. Mr. Todd is dead, 
and we vhéar, s¢yeral Europeans. 
We must shut up.’ The wires 
had hardly carried their message 
when the miutineers broke in and 
cut him down. 

Another worthy deed is that of 
Lieutenant Willoughby, and his 
eight gallant comrades who were 
of the great powder 
magazine where there was a huge 
store of gunpowder and ammu- 
nition.

MARKED DUCKS 


. The news dispatches said that 
in January, 1920, Mr.. H. D. Lei- 
dig killed a mallard duck about 
forty miles from Charleston, 
South Carolina, which was found 
te have two leg bands attached 
to it. Investigation shows that 
this duck was one of a brood of 
ten ducks, wild mallards, reared 
by the well-known wild game pro- 
tectionist, John T. Miner, of 
Kingsville, Ontario, whose strange 
little breeding pond is one of the 
most. famous preserves on the 
continent.

In fact this is a more frequent 
cause than the proverbial late meal at 
night time, One means of guarding 
against night terrors in a highly ner- 
vous child is not to allow the child to 
sleep in the dark, or by itself.” 

To this might be added the fact: that 
night terrors often occur during the 
time the second teeth are beginning te 
come, especially if the child is given 
indigestible food and .is constipated.

How to Dry a Colored Jumper 

Very often in drying striped 
wools the color runs. Colors can 
only “‘run"’ while the garment is 
‘wet. So it stands to reason if the 
water can be got rid of the colors 
must stand where they are intend- 
ed to be. \The following is the 
best way te dry a two colored 
garment: rs 

Having passed ‘it once through 
the wringer, or with the hands 
squeeze out as. much water as 
possible, lay it fat on a dry towel. 
Then roll it up, towel 
and again pass it through the 
wringer, ‘or failing a wringer, lay 
the roll on the table and hammer 
it with the rolling pin. 

Take it out and shake it and 
repeat until the cloth has ab- 
sorbed all the leose water. 

Never hang a jumper up on a 


line to dry if you ean possibly » 


avoid it, as the weight of water 
tends to drag it. Lay it out in a 
shady place. When quite dry, 
press,with a moderately hot iron. 
‘ Air thoroughly before wear- 
ing.

THE WESTERN PROVINCES AND THEIR NATURAL 


RESOURCES 
Of late years we in the west have heard a great deal of taik 
about the way in which the two provinces of Alberta and Sas 
‘katchewan have been deprived by the Federal Government of 
control of their natural resources but much of the discussion 


has been in the nature of rambling talk. Outside of a few of the 
political leaders very few of the members of the general public 
ef the country have a real understanding of the situation. The 
matter has been made‘a political football which has been tossed 
about by both of the political parties; A few facts ig’ respect 
to the situation may, therefore, be illuminating. 

Away back in the Inst years of the last century when it 
beeame obvious: that if the prairie country was to fulfil its destiny. 
provincial status would have to be attained, Sir Prederick Haul- 
tain who wae then Premier of the North West: Territories, -on 
various occasions in the legislature; outlined the terms that he 
thought might ¢erve es a basis for the negotiations between the 
répresentative of the Territories and the Dominion Government, 


He laid great stress at that time on provincial. control of natural’ 


resources, Indeed no plan which he outlined contemplated any- 
thing else. Basing his argument on the rights of the provinces 
to their lands and all that went with them, he made a claim that 


the Federal authorities were entitled to a refund to the future’ 


province or. provinces the value of the lands aliensted for the 
bonusing the Canadian Pacific Railway whith was essenti<!y 
a national undertaking. He admitted that the province or pro- 
vinces to be eerved out of the North West Territorics ‘were 
entitled to pay their proportion of the burden, but it wao mani 
festly unfair that the prairie.country shou'd in this respect have 
to: assume the obligations of the eastern provinces and British 
Columbia. When Hon. Walter Scott first went to Ottawa’ as 4 
Federal" member he supported the attitude of the Territorial 
administration. ‘ ‘ 

Early in 1905 Sir Wilfred Leuricr stated that a commpromi 
had been reached in respect to the financial terms pon whic 
Alberta and ‘Saskatchewan were to enter confeder ition as pro- 
vinces. There was to be an annual subsidy of $50,000 towards 
the cost of government; a per capita ¢rant on the same basis aa 
was granted to the other provinces; and a grant baséd on a pro

rata share of ‘the public debt cantracted before the admission’ 


of these provinces to the scheme of confederation. Sir Wilfred 
-also stated that as the lands in the new provinces Were to remain 
the :property of the people of Canada as represented by the 
Federal Government there should be paid to the two new pro- 
vinces annually by way of compensation, a surn based upon the 
estimated value of these lands of thirty-seven million, five hun- 
dred thousand dollars, 
is proposition wes contested on the floor of the House 
hy the Conservative opposition. Sir Robert Borden declared 
that the-proposal was contrary to the letter and spirit of con- 
federation. He eaid thet he believed thé people of the north 
west were éntitled to the gontrol of their public domain in the 
same manner as were the people of the eastern provinces.
